Thronghout the length and breadth of not
only this land, but others, the words of this
famillar gong and poem have carried com-
fort and balm to thousands of sorrowing
hearts for more than thirty years, And
upon no Jay of the year are they more Hi-
ting and impressive than upon Memorial
day, when the natlon  honors itz fallen
heroen, and loved onen tenderly lay flowoers
upon the geaves of those who have died

him?** Yet it seems strange Yhat Jittle is
known of n plece of such International fame,
and which has won g0 many admirers., Such
Is, nevertheless, a fact, Outside of what
might almoest be termed an immediate cir-
clo of frlends of the author and the family
of the brave lad whose sad death Inaplred
ity writing, lttle, really nothing, Is known
of the origin of the poem, its author, and
hero.

This condition was brought about by the
peculiar way in which the verses were first
given to the public, The poem was written
by Hon, Henry Stevenson Washburn, and
was Ingpired by the death of & very promls-
ing young oflicer, Licutenant John Willlam
Grout of the Fifteenth Massiachusetts wvol-
untecrs, Company I,

Subfect of the Foem.

Lieutenant Grout, the subject of *The Va-
cant Chanir,” was the only son of Jonathan
and Mary Grout, and was born In Worcester,
Mnss,, July 25, 1842, His father was a
successful business Wain, and the son enjoyed
the best of educational advantages. In early
lite It was evident that he was endowed
by nature with rare gifts, phystcally and
mentally, A writer of hig time remarks:
“Of medium stature and gsymmetrical pro-
portions, erect carrlage and remarkably fine
and manly features, und with elastie vigor
and the glow of health, he might have been
solecied as a model for an artist.”” He was
a diligent student, and mastered easlly sub-
Jects to which hig attention was given, but
he turned with specinl interest Lo history,
in its relation to natlens, and thelr conflicts
one with another, He seemed to have been
born for a military life, and Inherited, un-
doubledly, a love for the camp from his an-
cestors, He was of the sixth generation
from John of Sudbury, who was a grandson
of an Eeglish knlght, and who distinguished
himself for his herolsm In  leading his
townamen trinmphantly against the assaults
of the Indipns In 1676, for which he was
rewanrded with a eaptulney.

It was early a question what profession
in life he should follow, a matter which
wits not settled till he entered the High-
land Milltary academy, at Worcester, where,
in the military department, he was  aclive
and epthusiastic and soon bocame ocom-
mander of the cadets, winning thelr fuvor
by his genial nature and his attention to
duty. Hardly had his ambitlons been thus
gratified when the elvil war became the
matter of all-absorbing Interest to the peo-
ple.

No one wons qulcker than ho to see that
hig hour hnd ecome, and he desired at once
to enter the army, but his parents with-
held thelr consent for a while, chielly on
acoount of hix youth, for he had barely at-
talned the age when hils country eould
legally claim his services. When, however,
they ylelded to his importunity, his joy
kuew to bounds, and with all the ardor of
his pature he began preparations for the
pervice before him, such as sleeping on the
floor to ioure himself to the hardships ot
life in camp and eating plain food,

When the Muassachusetta Pifteenth regl-
ment was organlged he received a commis-
slon as second lleutenant in Company ID-—
an honor rarely bestowed upon so young
& man. He was very popular in the regl-
ment. His knowledge of military tactics
was such that his services as a drill mastoer
were o constant demand. He assured his
friends at the time of hig departure for the
front that he had girded on his armor for
all the emergencies of war and for victory
or death. He seemed to feel the wolemni-
ties us well as the respousibilities of his
position, but never faltered in his purpose,
or in the duties which devolved upon him
later.

Carnnge at Ball's Hiaf,

It was the fortune of the Fifteenih regi
ment to suffer great loss In that disas-
trous confiet at Ball's Bluff, Octobier 21,
1861, the first in which the regiment had
gver participated. The union troops had
crossed the Potomae river from thelr camp
st Poolsville, some miles back on the Mary-
jand shore, in clumsy mudscows, expect
ing to surprise and capture & confederate
camp some distance back on the Virginia
phore, and little or no preparation had been
made for o basty retreat. Hardly had the
forces landed and scaled the steep bluff
to a lMttle cloaring beyond betore the cou-
federale troops were aware of their pres-
enoe. through a skirmish belween the ad-

vance grard of the unlon trodps and a com-
pany of conféderate cavalry. Thin placed
the uulon troops In & peculinr  position,
They had come over to make an aggreasive
Axht, bul, knowing that the confederates
were awnre of thelr intentions, they desmed
it unwise to advanocs Into & couniry of
which they knew little. There was no prep-
nrations for a retrent. The action of Gen-
eral Stone In sending the troops over In
such a way was the ocemsion of muth dis-
cusslon, and he was court-martinled for it
after the battle, .

The clumsy scows whilch brought the
troops across were most of them on the
Isand, and practically Useless in a hasty
departure. Not knowing what else to do.
Colonel Devens drew his men up In battle
line in the Httde clearing &t the top of the
bluff and awalted the atisek. The clearing
fn which the troops were stationed faced
the river, and was surrounded on the other
three sides by a thick growth of wouds,
When the confederates reached the scene
they Aid ot Tesve The Woode, but fired on
the union trobps ander thelr cover, doing
dendly work. They filled the trectops with
sharpsifdoters, who added to the degtruce
tioh - g

The position of the unlon forces was wéll
nigh hopeless, but they fought like heroes
Soon, however, the tarzible fire became too
severe 1o endure and the order to retreat
was glven, and down the &teep blufY to the
water's edge the soldiers tumbled pell mell,

The confederaten followed close upon them,
thronging up (0 the &€ of the blufl, from
which position they shot the retreating sol-
dlers down like dogs as they rushed moadly
up anit down the river biamk, crossed In the
boats or eprawled out In the waler swim-
ming for liberty., BEscape wius well nigh im-
possible, but many preferred death to cap-
tivity and took the slim chance offered.

Tragle Denth.

It was during the fight wnd retrent that
Grout's character, his bravery and training
asserted (tself In a manner never to be for-
goltten, Durlopg the battle, while men fell
on every side, he escaped unharmed and
hig cournge and self-posscesion urged his
then to rencwed efforts
lost and the men were forced to retreat to
tho river, he seemed to be utterly regardless
of liimself in his desire to bave the wouuded
conveyed to the opposite shore. He erossed
the stream with n boatlond of sufferers, and
socing them safely landed, returned to ren-
der like asslatance to others: but the deadly
fire made it necessary to abanidon the boals
andl he was seon obllged o plunge into the
strenam to save himself from captivily or
death. He had reached the middle of the
river when he exclaimed to a comrade pear
at hand: “Tell Company 1) I could have
redached the shore—but—1'm shot—I
gink.”” The waters hmmediately closed over
him and his spirit was freed from the con-
fMets of carth,

Sorrow as nn Inspiration.

The death of so young and promising n
soldler, at the very threshold of a brilliant
carcer and the beginning of the war, made
& strong impreesion upon the author of the
poem, who had seen much of Grout, owing
to his close companionship with Mr. Wash-
burn's eldest gones One November day, not
long before Thanksgiving, as Mr. Wash-

burn was walking along and meditating
upon the sad death of the brave lad, his
heart went out to the bereaved family,
whom he knew would miss with such acute
paln the absent loved one on the approach-
lug day of fepsting, Suddenly the words of
the poem flashed through his mind, and he
wrote them down on the spot, Just B8 they
now BLand, wl}]l hardly n verbnl alteration,
His lden was to"send them to the family,
Later they were given to a4 Worcester paper
mnd printed with simply the initials, "“H.
5. W.Y amached, Coming as they did in
the hour of anxiety and sorrow, with their
sweet and consollng beauty, they were
speedily copled far and wide in the press
of the eountry. Among others they met the
vye of George F. Root, the composer and
writer of war songs, who set them lo music.
without even knowing who the nuthor was,
This wdded to the poem's fame, which soon
became Intervationnl, So It stands today,
as It ever will, for “vacant chalrs” must
always be sources of deep gorrow as long s
the human race lasts

Hon, Henry Stevenson Washburn was
born In Providence, R, 1., in 1513, but he
passed his boyhood In Kiogston, Mass. He
comes from good sld Parltan-Pllgrim stock.
Hin early education was liberal. For fifteen
vears following 1843 he was engaged in the
muanufacture of wire &l Worcester, Mass.
In 1871 and 1872 he represented a ward of
Hoston i the house of representatives, and
I 1878 and 1874 was a member of the state
#enate. He was president of the Unilon
Mutual Life Insurance company of Boston
for wome time, but In 1876 he resigned and
went abroad in belalf of (he company to In-
vestigale the workings of Mfe, acoldent and
kindred forms of losuraoee in
spending soveral yours o Great
France and Germapy,

Puring his loug and busy Mfe Mr, Wash-
burn has found pleasure In his hours of
leisure in cultivating bis lterary tastes,
cspecially in the composition of verse. His
subjects bave been varied o thelr selection.
They are pre-emivently poems of the heart,
For many years Mr. Washbura's poems have
appeared oceaslonally in leading religlous
and secular publications. A volume of them
was published in 1b8946.

VIGILS OF WAR REPORTERS,
Exclting Times
nt Key Went,

When the war Is over and the newkpaper
men have leisure to =it down and think
and write something that will better bear
inepection through &  Nterary' ' mileroscope
than the hurrled dispatches that they are
compelled to dash off at present, not the
lennt (nteresting of the articles they will
then prepare will be those descriptive of
the extraordinary diMcultles under which
ther Iabored to get the news. There never
war n war, relates the Philadelphin Times,
in which the unfortunate war correspondent
was go beset with perils, and so harrassed
by the most awful possibilities, “getting left
on the news,” as in this present remarka-
ble war., ;

To tnke the men who are stationed at Key
West as an example: Key Weat {s, of course,
the great center for war fews, If Manila
bne had the first great story, It is
In Key Went, where the Cuban news cen-
ters that the most Important events of the
war are destined to occur and where the
newspapers have statloned their best men,
With the cable cut thers i ouly one wa¥y

boate, Now the broad expanse of blue sen
i n very wide stretch for n little boat to
cover. No matter how active the crew,
nnd how vigllant the eaptain and the news-
paper men who are oh the boat for the
purpose of witnessing and writing up any-
thing that may occur of importance nafloat,
It I8 not possible for the boat to be In
more than ane place at a time, and while
she iy erulging off one section of the const
of Cuba, It Is not at all iniprobable that a
groat battle may be taking place at aue
other polnt. While one dispatch bont 1s
piling up steam in an edrnest and waoll-
meaning effort to keep up with a crulser
or gun boat that (s chasing a Spanish fish-
ing smack or lumber barge, the rival dis-
pateh boat, better (nformed or more Ticky,
muy be racing to Key West with news of
a bowbardment of of a capture that dou-
ble discounts that of the fishing smack or
lumber barge.

And then the man at Key West. Out
across the sen there is o blank expanse of
blue water. Away off in the distance thers
enddenly appenrs a dispatch boat, pulling
along apparently for dear life. The men
pshore are snatching a few hours' sleep.
They have been watching all day for the
news that did not come und just as soon as
thoy are wrapped in slumber there comes a
hurry enll to get up and go to meect Lhe

incoming craft. ‘Then Thurry! slap-dash!
down to the docks to meet the Incoming
gtenmer,  Any eraft the newspaper man

can get hold of Is hired so that he can go
out and be the firal it possible to eatch the
news from the Incoming steamer or ot least
get It ns soon as the next man,

If the neweomer proves to he the dispateh
of n rival newspaper it 1s sad for the
men who meot her. There is no such thing
as “dividing up’ at Key Wost. It is every
man for himself and a sorry fate for the
hindmost. The beaten man knows that his
own digpateh boat has heen gloriously left
when e sees the rival come in and no
pther bLoat In sight,
his  grief and walt for the next arrival.
Meanwhile the telegraph oMee is in the pos-
sossion of the victorlous newspaper man and
there Is no sleep for the rest of the [rater-
nity.

Possibly the boat that comes in I8 a gun-
boat towing a prize or a captured boat in
charge of a prize crew. In that event the
neWspAper men must swarm out and meet
the vessel, catehing at any straws In the
way of newa that may be flonting on the
surface. The reporter must ascertain th
clroumstences of the eaptlure, the name of
the prize and her value, get any interest-
ing points about her officers and crew and
get it in the best way he can, for United
States naval officers, even when flushed with
the happiness of walking the deck of o cap-
tured boat, are net going out of their way
to provide news for the nowspapers.

Having got the news, then the reporter's
troubles are about over, thinks the Inex-
perienced newspaper rtender, Are they?
They are just about beginning. It s the
man who first gets-hold of the wire who
enables hig newspaper to be ahead with an
extra on a lMve Incldent of the war. The
reporter who allows himself in his enthusl-
asm tn stny ton long getting the material
for his story is likely to find the telegraph
wire pre-empted by a whole Tow of rivils
and his dispatches left until all the others
have been sent away,

Have you ever tried to write on hoard o
boat that I8 pltching and tossing In 2
choppy sea? 1f so, you will know why the
men who are getting the news at Key West
are acquiring the art of using a pencil under
clreumstances never before considered pos-
sible. It ig fatal to leave the dispateh to be
written when the boat lands, It must ba
ready for the race to the telegroph office by
that time.

It is the same with the dispatches writ-
ten by the men on board the yachis The
“copy’' must he written during the run for
the share. If 1t is not finished by the time
the yncht reaches the harbor it -musxt be
continued during the journey of the small
boat to the dock. Quickness 1s essential
if the reporter wishes to be- first with the
wire.

At first the dispatohes that were gent out
from here wore voluminous and werdy, The
reporter spread himself to give the Ameri-
ean public graphie descriptions of war lnei-
dents that would picture the scenes to the
render and enable his imuginations to huve
frec play. Some of the reporters reveled
in words, nnd the readers who llke that
Kkind of thing were happy. Suddenly there
appeared on the scene a bogy With a blue
pencil whom they called the censor. Away
went the Imaginative reporter’s beautifully
written deseriptions; dead and buried were
his plang of campaign carefully. thought out
and admirably written; ruthlessly blue-
penciled was his inside {nformation about
the Intentlons of the naval commanders.
Only the news as the censor gsuw fit Lo Boe
it was allowed to go through.

It saves @ good deal of writing, though,
What the censor will not allow to go
through the terrible individunl who sits in
the editorinl chair cannot complyjn about
not getting, It Ig much casier 1o write »
story sccording to the cepwor's ldea of how
Is should be written than, pgeording to the
Idens of an editor and the newspaper boys
are gradually getting down to'the new style
of things and saving the hiue pencil much
work aund the journal that employs them
much expense for telegraph toMs.
